DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Appeal Brief filed February 6, 2009. 

Remarks 

2. Applicant's arguments, see appeal brief, filed February 6, 2009, with respect to 
claims 1-35 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore the previous art 
rejection has been withdrawn and claims 1-35 are in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-35 are allowable over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's reason for allowance: Although prior art includes 
teachings of illuminators for illuminating a subject that is imaged by an image sensor, 
wherein the illuminators include use a right light source and a light pipe, the identified 
prior art of record, taken alone, or in combination with any other prior art, fails to teach 
or fairly suggest the specific features of claims 1 -35 of the present claimed invention. 
Specifically prior art fails to teach the first light pipe defining an inner lumen through 
which the sensor views the subject and furthermore the light pipe including a tip 
adapted to project both a low-angle dark field illumination pattern and a high-angle 
bright field illumination pattern with respect to the subject. Additionally, prior art fails to 
teach an electronic controller that selectively controls predetermined portions of the first 
ring light source to project a variable light around the perimeter. These limitations are 
not disclosed in prior art and moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have 
been motivated to come to the claimed invention. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
